There were 
probably not a half hundred people in the hall when his automo- 
bile drove up and the Memphis managers were literally 
"tearing 


their hair." 


It was then that Col. Martin stepped into the'breach. By his 


orders a double line of militia, acting ns a guard of honor, was 
quickly shifted, and formed a screen from the back entrance to 
the auditorium, to the dressing rooms.

vonr temper". For it is a well known fact that he who loses his 
temper in an argument is always the loser.' We know a 
certain 


minister in this city, whom,we have often watched* in debute ou 
subjects ranging from "-"Baptism" to who started "The" war-; ami 
we have never seen him lose his temper, although oftimes his op- 
ponents appeared considerably "riled up." 
Consequently, he 


usually retained the field. His is a good example'to folloWj and if 
voti can't ^'argufy" peaceably, keep awayifrom the contentions. 


If anything else would-be permitted in the line of advice, it

Men may change their expressed views because they in'Iieve 


this man or that will win at the election; because they oel'eve the 
victorv of a certain party will advance their even interest*; because 
they wish to acquire favor with certain^people, etc., but those arc 
scarce who are-won by i logical presentation 
of facts 
alone, it 


seems to us, at least. 


The human mind appears too often to have the faculty of ar- 


raying facts as present prejudices would have them arrayed and 
not as the ''cold vision of reason" would array them. 


And so we believe that in this campaign the great majority of 


the arguers will take the meat of the arguments of the 
moose, the 


elephant, the donkey nnd the locator, grind them up in their "meat 
chopper minds", add their.own seasoning in the way of prejudices 
and out will come good 1 0. P. sausage doctrine. 


The Democratic arguer will likewise take the moose meat, the 


elephant, the eagle, the donkey nnd the rooster, and his "meat chop- 
per mind'' will grind away and out will come Democratic tlain- 
burger. 


In other words each fellow will make sausage or Hamburger, 


just as he set out (it the start to do. 


All of which.brinjstw to the inevitable question of "What's 


the use?" 


With this question to the front we should 
remember 
that 


through these arguments knowledge of the political matters of the 
day are disseminated, and the .ideas of the various sections, races 
end "creeds- made known generally. From-the mixture may conic 
the "Great Light" of political intelligence. 


Let the arguments go on, .but keep your temper, and don't be 


disappointed: if- you fail to'.find converts.
